ISLE OF WIGHT. 
The following account.of a remarkable phenomenon 
thatiJately occurred among the romantic {ceacry of Un- 
der Clif, on the fouth fide of the ifland, is given in a 


6 DEAR SIR, Niton, Feb. 9s 1799. 
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Harvey, to g6 down to Pitlands, to take a view o! 
your cottage there, in order to communicate to you 
what follows! 

“ About Tuefday laft the whole of the ground, from 
the cliff above, was {een in motion, which motion was 
dire&ted to the fea, néarly ina ftrait line. Harvey per- 
ceived the houfe to be falling, and took out the curious 
antique chairs. ‘The ground above beginning with a 
great founder from the bafe of the cliffimmediately un- 
der St Catherine’s, kept gliding dowp, and at laft ruth- 
ed on with violence, and totally changed the furface of 
all the ground to the weft of the brook that runs into 
the fea; fo that now the whole is convulfed and {catter- 
ed about as if it had been by an earthquake. Of ail the 
rough ground, from the cottage upwards to the cliff, 
there is fearcely a foot of land but what has changed its 
fituation! ‘The {mall arable fields are likewife greatly 
convulfed, -but not to the degree that the rough ground 
is; as far as the fence from the Chace fide, and the 
whole may be called one grand and awful ruin. ‘The 
Cafcade, which you ufed to view from the houle, at 
firft difappeared, but has now broken out and tumbied 
down into the withey-bed, of which it has madea Jake: 
this laft appearance is owing, I fuppofe, to the froft, 
which prevents the water from running off. 

« The few trees by the cottage, at the bafe of the 
rock on which you had placed a feat, have changed 
their fituation, but are not deftroyed. Harvey wanted, 
when I was there, to go into the houfs to fetch out 
fome trifling articles, but I difluaded him ; and very 
well that I did, for foon after the wall to the weit 
funk into the ground. What damage is done, befides 
that which the boufe has futfered, I cannot fay. The 
whole furface, however, has undergone, a complete 
change, and at prefent there are every where chafms 
that a horfe or a cow would fink into. 

© This feems to be an eventful period with us, and 
particularly where your property is, as there is a founder 
from the top of the cliff in that piece of land that Dixon 
rents, that has nearly covered the whole with fragments 
of free ftone. : 

“ On the 3ift of December, two privates of the De- 
von militia walked over the cliff facing Mirable’s ; they 
had been at Godthill, aid the evening being very dark, 
they could not difcriminate the boundary of the cliff ;— 
one of them was initangly killed ; the other finding him- 
felf going, made.a jump foward, which threw him on 
fome ivy and broke his fall.’ The night was exceeding 
frofty, but he was alive when your fervant found him’ 
and his dead comrade in the morning. The poor man 
languifhed till the evening, when he alfo died. 

** Lo thefe cireumftances mutt be added, a thipwreck 
of the moft calamitous nature. On Thurfday the laft 
day of January, the Three Sifters, outward-bound 
Weft-Indiaman, came in juft facing St Lawrencé 
Chutch ; fhe foon went to pieces, and four of the crew 
were lolt. . She was very richly laden with all manner. 
of goods, horfes, carriages, mules and affes—the ani- 
mals of courfé'all perifhed ; and all the goods in the 
water were carried away in every dire@tion by the coun- 
try people. 

Many lives have been loft by the rigour of the 
weather and the founder of the cliff. Amongft the 
dead were one of the Ifle of Wight foldiers, a carpen- 
ter from the barracks, a groom of Sir Richard Wor- 
fleys and three or four women, who were. killed by 
the fall of the cliff; feveral of the Surry and ‘anca- 
fhire militia are miflimg, ‘The whole country is ftill in 
confufion,” 

N. B. The quantity of land thus convulfed and {cat- 
tered about is upwards of 130 acres, abounding in karge 
terrific rocks, ard fine water-falls.

On Saturday, Mr Wiffin, the meffenger, returned 

from Yarmouth, whither he had been difpatched to af

amination it appeared, that his information refpecting 
the lofs of the Proferpine frigate was from fome fither- 
men {who lived on Heligoland, who faw a fhip, as 
{tated in his letter, which had grounded on the Scawea 
Sandbank, fituated at the right entrance.of the Elbe, 
and after firing fignal guns of dittrefs for-three days and 
nights, difappeared ; but they could not afcertain what 
{hip it was, and only drew their conclufton that it was 
a thip of war, from her firing fo many guns. 
“he examination of Captain Hearne, and the tefti- 
mony of other gentlemen who know the fituation of the 
Scawen Sand, and can judge of the probability of reach- 
ipg the fhore on ice of the thicknels it is defcribed-to 
have been, lead us to hope, that though the Proferpine 
is loft, of which indeed there is little doubt, the greater 
part, if not all the crew, has been faved. If the float- 
ing ice prevented the fhip from making way, it is to be 
prefumed that Captain Wallis, who is known to bea 
moft fkilful commander, would have launched out the 
ice-boats.{aled.in.the Greenland fitheries and. in the 
Bakic;) fome of which had been purpofely put on board 
the Proferpine. 
It was alfo {tated, but whence the ftatement origina- 
ted, we are unable to fay, that the Court of Madrid, 
indignant at the. conduct of the French towards the 
King of Naples, had pofitively refufed to fuffer the 
troops which the Direétory intended to fend to Portu- | 
gal, to pafs through their dominions. We fincerely 
hope that this latter intelligence will prove to be better 
founded than the former. 
The conjeGure is fortunately confirmed by the telti- 
mony of Colonel Cunningham, who lately arrive dina 
cartel veffel from France. He ftates, that while 
waiting at Gravelines, information was received at that 
place from Dunkirk, that the Proterpine frigate had been 
loft at the entrance of the Elbe, but that Mr Grenville 
and the other paflengers had been fortunately faved, 
With a great part of the fhip’s crew, having been obliged 
to walk over the ice'for feveral miles ; that they landed 
after much fatigue, at Rendfburg, from whence Mr 
Grenville had proceeded towards the place of his defti- 
nation.

COURT OF KING’s BENCH—Feb. 23. 
CAMPBELL V. ADDISON. 

This was an action to recover damages again{t the 
defendant tor criminal converfation with the plaintff’s 
wife. The damages were laid at 20,000]. 

Mr Exsxine opened the plaiotiff’s cafe.—He faid, 
it had very often'{allen to-his lot to open cafes of this 
kind, but cafes like the prefent very feldom occurred. 
The parties in the prefent cafe were very near relatives— 
the plaintiff and defendant were,marricd to two filters. 
The plaintiff went with his wiferto live in the Ealt In- 
dics, where he continued to refidg. After fome years, 
his family having increafed, Mrs Campbell came over 
to this country with her children, in order to put them 
tofchool. She went, as.was perfectly natural, to the 
houfe of her fitter, who was married to the defendant. 
Inftead of meeting with that protection which fhe had a 
right to expect, ‘her honour was aflailed and the was fe- 
duced.’ - Mr Erfkine then proceeded to {tate the cir- 
cumétances of the cafe, and concluded with lamenting 
that the legiflature of the country did not make offences 
of this nature capital. 

He called Mr A. Camrsect, brother to the plaintiff, 
he. proved the marriage of the plaintiff with Mrs Camp- 
bell, they lived very happily together, atterwards they 
fettled in Bengal, where they had four children. 

Mrs Campbell afterwards came over to this country 
with the children for their education. She went to 
the houfe of the defendant ; after remaining fome time 
the went to Scotland to Sir’ James Campbell’s, her fa- 
ther-in-law, the defendant went there alfo. When fhe 
came back, having fome fufpicion of her condudt, he 
appointed a perfon to watch her. 

On his crofssexamination he admitted that in 1796, 
he had fome fufpicion of Mrs Campbell with a Mr W. 

Dr Catcenper proved that the plaintiff and his 
wife lived happily together. 

Captain jn? carried out the account of the 
tranfactien to the Plaintiff. 

Captain Hay alfo proved that Mr and Mrs Camp- 
bell lived with great happinefs together. 

-Joun Rosseny fereant to the defendant, faid he was 
hired by him in 1794 to go a journey.—They went to 
the fear of Sir James Campbell in Seytland, at a place 
called Invernal. Mrs Campbell was there—the defend- 
ant and fhe went out together. The witnefs then related 
feveral circumftances which induced him to fuppofe that 
a criminal conneétion fubfifted between them. When 
they were on their return to town they loitered much 
on the road. Upon one occafion the defendant order- 
ed the witnefs to call. him -at fix o’clock in the morn- 
ing; the witnefs went into his room at five o’clock, 
and found his mafter abfent, but his cloaths were by 
the bed fide. 

James Scort, the poft-boy, who drove Mrs Camp- 
bell and the defendant,. detailed fome circumftances, 
which we think it unneceffary to repeat, from which he 
inferred that a criminal converfation paffed between 
them. 

Joun Bris, a waiter at 2 houfe called: the Hall, 
at Queen’s Ferry, in Scotland, proved his having feen 
the defendant and Mrs C. in the aét of. adultery. 
James Stevens flated, that in 1796 he was em- 
ployed to watch the conduét of the defendant and Mrs 
C. He obferved them go into a houfe in Howard 
Street, and that Mrs C. thut the window-fhutter; they 
remained there about an hour and ten minutes. The 
witnefs alfo watched them to Chambers in Gray’s Inn. 
Mr Gisss, Counfel for the defendant, addrefied the 
jury in a very able fpeech. He faid he was placed ina 
difficult fituation from the nature of the evidence which 
had been given on the part of the plaintiff. From his. 
inftruétions he had not been led-to expeét fuch evidence.

.— IF his client had expected evidence of that nature to 


be called, he. would have been able to have explained 
thefe circumftances which now appeared fo fafpicious.— 
He obferved, that the defendant was the father of four 
children, and if the jury gave large damages it mult in- 
evitably rain'them, though perhaps he would be able to 
pay moderate damages.

Lord Kinvown faid, im ations of a mixed -pature, 
like the prefent, there were two confiderations involved, 
viz. to give fatisfaction to the party injured for the Ua- 
mages he had fultained, and alf» to'mark their difappro- 
bation of the conduct of the offender. He had enter- 
tained hopes, that, from the examples which had been 
made of perfons who had thus violated the laws of their 
country, a flop would have been put to this fpecics of 
offence, but in this hope he had, however, found that he 
he had unfortunately reckoned without his hoft. Vice 
{till continued to ftalk abroad, but the ill farcefs of their 
efforts hitherto ought not to-make them relax. 

There were two queltions in this cafe which called for 
the attention of the Jury, the firit was, Whether or not 
the adultery had been conimitted >—and fecondly, If it 
had, what damages the plaintiff was intitled to. “It had 
been obferved by the Learned Counfel for the plaintiff, 
that offences ofethis nature ought to be punifhed with 
death. He would not pretend to decide whether fach 
a punifhment ought to be infli@ted for fach an offence ; 
he would only obferve, that in the laft century it ‘was 
thought i.ecellary to punifh this crime with the Ukimum 
Supplicium. t was not his proviace, but that of the 
Legiflature, to determine what the punifhment ought 
to be. 

With refpect to the proof of the fa& of the adultery, 
he would not repeat the evidence ; it was fuch as mutt 
naufeate the minds of the auditors. The next queftion 
then was as tothe damages.

ruin on thofe concerned in them. 
_ Hon. Mr Erskine faid, after what had {alles from 
the Lord Advocate, it was almoft unneceffary for him 
to fay any thing. He thought the pannels ferious in 
their confefion, and if he had not theught fo, he 
would have declined acting as their counfel; he had 
alfo iafilted that the fociety thould be diffolved, and he 
believed it no longer exifted. He entirely concurred 
with the Lord Advocate’ as to the dangerous nature of 
combinations to raife wages, as it teaded to cor/upt the 
minds of honeft workmen, and was attended with ma- 
nifelt injury to the public.

 farmation which General Coote received, confiderable 


‘quantities of arms and ammunition, amounting to a few 
blunderbuffes, nine brafs fwivels, 22 pikes, and 450 ball 
cartridges, with a quantity of powder.

A lerrer from his‘brotiver Arthur O’Connor, dated 
from London, was read, after his trial at Maidltone 
afizes; by which it appeared, that while Arthur was

Dublin, Roger, though in Cork gaol, was’ conceratd 
in echoing its treafons through a newfpaper in Cork, 
called the Harp of Erio, conducted by one Sweeny, 
now in gaol in Dublin, on charges of high treafon. 
He fhould confider himfelf totally unworthy of the f- 
tuation which he held, and anfwerable for the blood 
which would enfue, had’ he abandoned’ the protefion
